@ year in China and studying the Five 
Holy Peaks, mountains which for 
three thousand years have been visit- 
ed by numberless pilgrims. He has 
returned most impressed. with pro- 
gress made “by the Chinese people 
toward modern civilization during the 
last few years. The one ambition of 
the youth of China is to learn Eng- 
lish. As for their.own intricate writ- 
ing, a method has been devised which 
reduces the period of study from sev- 
eral years to a few weeks. Radical 
changes are taking place, some of 
which even affect the outward appear- 
ance of the people’s homes. In some 
of the provinces an order directs ev- 
ery family to plant a number of trees 
every year. This is being carsied out 
with: such. entrgy that groups of 
young trees are found even in streets 
and market places. In his peregrina- 
tions Dr. Geil found the natives be- 
coming more and more kindly dis- 
posed toward English-speaking visi- 
tors. Western thought is a subject 
of much speculation and interest, with 
the result that the pilgfimages to the 
Five Holy Peaks are not so numerous 
and the old gods are falling into de- 
cay.

The funds for loaning purpose 
were, as in the past, for the most part 
provided by the province, but it is 
encouraging to note that bonds sold 
to the public. increased from $133,995 
to $237,350, and deposits from $25,350 
to $63,875 during the period. under 
consideration. In spite of the unset- 
tled condition of the money markets 
during the year, the association was 
able to secure loans at five percent to 
continue loaning at the original rate. 

The total amount of money’ paid out 
to November 30th, 1919, for loans was 
$3,320,950, of which $141,014: has. béen 
repaid, leaving loans outstanding am-- 
ounting to $3,079,935, as against $1,- 
990,346 at the same date in 1918. Ex- 
penses for the year amounted to $21,- 
374, which is considerably below the 
one percent originally provided for 
in the act as being sufficient to run 
the business.

Many appreciative letters have been 
received from borrowers since the es- 
tablishment of the association, and 
there have been on the other hand 
very few complaints. ,The Manitoba 
Farm Loans Act of 1917 provided for 
the establishment of the association 
which has power to approve of loans, 
issue certificates of ownership ;on 
shares, issue stocks and bonds, with 
a capital stock of $1,000,000, of which 
the province subscribes 50 percent. 
Money is loaned only to farmers for 
the acquisition of land, for clearing 
or draining, the erection of farm 
buildings, the discharge of liabilities 
incurred in the improvement of land 
for agricultural purposes, and only to 
persons actually engaged in farming 
activity on the land in question, The 
farm land itself is taken as security 
and the borrower automatically bec- 
omes a subscriber to the association.

At present, and for some time to’ 
conte, the development of the forest 
reserves has meant, and will mean, 
the expenditure of a large amount of 
money with only small returns. Roads 
and trails: have to be bufit so that 
the products may be taken out and 
that all parts of the reserve may be 
accessib’e in case of fire. Houses 
must be built for the rangers and tele- 
phones must be provided to keep. the 
supervisors in touch with their men. 
All this work requires years to carry 
out. However, it has been the ex- 
perience of couttries which have in-

troduced scientific forestry that all) Municipalities and the Grain Growers’ 
expenditure is amply justified.

forests of western Canada are far 
from being a “gold mine” to the Dom- 
inion government. The forestry 
branch spends annually in Saskatche- 
wan $145,000, and gets $9,000 revenue; 
in Alberta it spends $200,000 and gets 
$19,000 revenue. 

The area of forest reserves in the 
prairie provinces may look large, but 
compared with most European coun- 
tries the area of-the- provinces occu- 
pied by reserves is small. Belgium, 
‘perhaps the most thoroughly cutivat- 
ed country in the world, has nearly 
one-fifth of its area in permanent for- 
ests. France has about the same pro- 
portion. Compare this with Saskat- 
chéwan’s five percent, Manitoba’s 1.66 
percent and Alberta’s 10 percent. 
Even British India, one of the most 
densely popfilated countries in the 
world, wheré forestry has been prac- 
ticed for half a century, has about 
one-seventh of igf area in forests. 

The returns per acre from managed 
forests, are much greater than from 
natural forests. ‘The longer an area 
is kept under forest management the 
better the returns. In Switzerland 
there are forests that have been un- 
der management for four centuries | 
and they yield a net revenue of $6.20! 
per acre per year, or at tue rate of 
$992 quarter-section. 


Decay in Rural Life 
Prof. Reynolds Speaks“ Before Bran- 
don. Kiwanians 

Addressing the Kiwanis club at 
Brandon, Principal J. B. Reynolds, of 
Manitoba Agricultural College, said 
that rural neglect is the reason for 
the farmers movement now sweeping 
across Canada. Taking as his subject 
“The Town Dominant,” Professor 
Reynolds said that the decay in rural 
life w&s noticeable not only in Canada 
but also in many other countries, and 
he cited several reports. 

The nineteenth century is disting- 
uished among the centuries as the era 
of industrial development and machin 
ery has now replaced hat@ labor in 
every industry, and this hag resulted 
in the principle of the division of lab- 
or, the relationship between the mast- 
er and workmen which existed forty 
years ago disappearing because of the 
introduction of so much machinery. 

In suggesting a remedy for present 
rural conditions the speaker ‘urged 
the encouraging of rural organizations 
for business and even for political 
purposes, also that agriculture and 
country life must be fostered by com- 
munity organizations, rural credit so-

In the 
summer time hogs should be put on 
pasture. The pasture should be so 
managed that the forage produced 
will be clean, tender, and paltable. 
The idea that anything no matter how 
dirty, is good enough for hog feed 
While the hog will 
eats some dirty food, he will eat more 
and thrive better if he is given clean 
food and clean water. Such crops as 
alfalfa, clover, rape or peas and oats 
make good hog pasture. The pasture 
should not be overgrazed. It is best 
to divide the pasture into two or three 
equal areas and allow the hogs fo re 
main in each a week or ten days. 
This will allow the first pastured area 
recuperate the hogs are 
turned in again. 

Some grain also should be fed when 
hogs are on pasture. Opinions differ 
regarding the quantity that should be

@ recent address at Calgaty he said: 

“Unless we stop sailing along the 
smooth watérs of this present ‘false 


prosperity, brought about throitgh in- | 


flation, which gives the world an ad- 
ditional purhasing power which is un- 
real, I say, if we don’t stop now, we 
shall be faced with the most appalling 
financialcrisis in the next five or six 
years that the world has ever seen. 
As a trader I speak to you, because I 
know, and I tell you that only one 
way remains for us to reach the goal 
we seeck—prosperity and happiness — 
and that is for each and every one 
to devote their energies to a campaign 
of real productivity and for the elim- 
ination of consumption of all luxur- 
ies.” 

In. uttering these words of warning, 
Sir Robert Kindersley is only repeat- 
ing what the most astute and best 
informed mefi the world over have 
been saying and urging for some time 
past. Up to the present time, how- 
ever, their words seem’ to have fallen 
on déaf ears. The situation in Canada 
is very similar to that in the United 
States, although possibly not quite so 
aggravated because in this country we 
suffered losses during the war out of 
all proportion to those sustained by 
the United States, while we did not 
profit to the same extent as our sou- 
thern neighbors did.

crowded galleries welcomed Sir Hen- 
ry Drayton, minister of finance, as 
he rose to make his first budget 
speech. Sir Henry dealt first with 


_ the economic situation of the Domin- 


ion. He emphasized prosperity in 
trade, the growth of revenue— last 
year’s revenue of $388,000,000 was the 
best ever collected. He spoke of 
Canada’s strong position in j wegard to 
currency. 

Prior to’ stating his taxation propo- 
sals, Sir Henry gave an extensive 


position of the Dominion. 


Conditions obtaining not only — in 
Canada but all over the world, he said, 
were very different from the condi- 
tions which prevailed while the war 
was in progress, then the compelling 
necessity of the moment required the 
raising of large sums of money. It 
was absolutely imperative that there 
should be no check on production, no 
hindering of the war effort. Joday, 
conditions were changed. The war 
was won. Expense was great. Can- 
ada, with other countries which par- 
ticipated in the titanic struggle, was 
faced with a pyramid of debt. 

“The duty today,” Sir Henry de- 
clared, “not only to carry on the gov- 
ernment of the country with any ad- 
ditions to the debt, but on the other 
hand to promote measures which will 
reduce the nation’s indebtedness.” 

The task, while heavy, was not so 
severe as the obstacles which Canada 
fiad overcome in the five years of war 


‘Indeed,” Sir Henry proceeded, 
were it possible for the country again 
to become as united and earnest as it 
was during the war period, if it were 
possible for each and all of us to sink 
all differences, class and sectional in- 
terests and jealousies, into an effort 
towards re-establishing a Canada as 
united and co-ordinated as that whica 
won the war, the task would indeed 
be easy and simple.”

Jafar Tayat, Turkish commandant 
at Adrionople, has sent a message 
here from that city saying 40,000 of 
the Turks and Bulgarians are prepar- 
ing to resist the Greeks. He declares 
they will meet the Greeks midway be- 
tween Chatalja and Adrianople when 
the Greeks begin the occupation of 
Thrace. 


Poles Are Driven Back 

Warsaw. — The Bolsheviki have 
launched an attack on the northern 
front, between the river Dvina and 
Borisoff, and the Poles ‘have been 
compelled to surrender ground in the 
face of superior forces, say an official 
communication issued, 

The message adds that the fighting 
continues, but does not give the dis- 


stance the Poles have withdrawn.

A deputation, in behalf of the Per- 
sian government, including a British 
officer, proceeded in a large launch to 
board the flagship. The deputation 
was informed that the Bolsheviks de- 
manded the surrender of the port 
Owing to the presence there of Deni- 
kine’s warships and troops. If it 
surrendered the Bolshevik ficet had 
no further hostile intention against 
the Persian government or the Bri- 
tish garrison at Enzeli and was ready 
to give immunity to the interned Rus- 
sian volunteers. The future of the 
port of Enzeli, it was stated, would be 
discussed between the Moscow Sovict 
and the British government. 

“I understand,” says the Times cor- 
respondent, “that a reply is being sent 
to the effect that Persia in interning 
and disarming Denikine’s fleet and 
troops carried out in the strictest 
manner her obligations of neutrality, 
and protests against a gratuitous at- 
tack. Nevertheless if the Bolshevik 
commodore still contemplates danger 
from the interned ships, the Persian 
government is prepared to discuss the 
matter amicably and to take such 
measures as are necessary to remove 
apprehensions, the armistice being re- 
spected pending the discussion. 

“Priyate reports from Baku” des- 
cribe several measures of repression 
there. It is said that an attempt to 
displace the Soviet government would 
be punished by hanging or imprison- 
ment of those implicated. Admiral 
Sergieff, lately commanding Denik- 
ine’s Caspian fleet, and other leading 
Russians have been hanged.” 


Poles Receive No Help 


War Materials Sent Were Bought in 
October, Says Bonar Law 
London. — A question concerning 
war materials which are being ship- 
ped from England ta Poland, was 
recently raised in the house. Andrew 


‘Bonar Law, the government spokes- 


man, said they form a part of the sup- 
plies purchased by Poland last year 
and that they were being shipped to 
the Poles because they are the prop- 
erty of the Polish government. Mr. 
Bonar Law added that Great Britain 
had sold Poland some surplus stores 
last October and that would have 
been a breach of faith on the part 
of Great Britain if the despatch of 
munitions had been prevented. He 
declared that no assistance, field or 
otherwise, was being given Poland. 


Assurance of Denikine’s Safety 


London.—It was officially announc- 
ed that satisfactory assurances had 
been received from M. Jchitcherin, 
commissary for foreign affairs of Soe 
viet Russia, regarding the safety of 
the remnant of the General Denikine’s 
forces in the Crimea. It was stated 
peace negotiations will be opened im- 
mediately between the representatives 
of General Wrangel’s army in the 
south and the Bolsheviki.
